This 
is an important addition to the previous 
assertion of the Earl, as, if the Home Go- 
vernment is in ignorance on the matter, 
it can hardly be expected that the public 
at-large stonld be cognisant of it, What- 
evor may be said: about the Indian Go- 
vernment promoting the consumption of 
the drug in every part of the Eset, it 
corteinly does not go xo far as to export 
Opiuru, nor_to establish agencies abroad 


for denling with it on ita arrival there; 
aud really, looking at this fact, the en- 
couragement given by the Government, 
to the consumption-of the'drug in China 
for instance, cannot be very great. Merely 
growing aud preparing the drug in one 
country cannot be such a very great en- 
couragement for its consumption in an- 
other ‘Gpium-producing country,.. thou- 
sands of miles away so far as thé com- 
munication is concerned, , : 
In replying to the deputation, Lord | 
Salisbury did not go much into argu- 
ment It was.to be gathered from’ the 
telegram to which we have referred;.that 
his Lordship refused to hold out any 
hope of legislation on the subject, ‘but 
‘this is not exactly go. His Lordship 


"| promised the deputation. that “the whole 


matter should receive the attention of 
the. Government."”* Those acquainted 
with the usdal atyle of ministerial lan- 
guage atthe: -reception-of depntations 
will know, that this means much the 
same thing as ‘refusing to.hold out any 
hope of legislation ;” atill there is a dif. 
ference’ between the two, as the Govern- 
ment has left itself open to take action 
in the matter, if it thinks proper to do 
so, which probably it will not. 
Lordship, as was to be -expocted, 
intimated that the Home Government 
was unaware of any of the encouragement. 
represented being given to the consump- 
tion of the drug inthe East, The chief part 
of the reply was taken up with a refor- 
enceto the “unlucky” Bill of Sir William 
Muir,—which His Lordship described 
a measure 
for preventing the growth, manutaoture 
and storage of opium except on the fixed 
ruler: «It will positively have,” said the 
Margiis, “so far os it will have any 
‘operation at all, the effect of discouraging 
and diminishing the opitim traific,; it is 
nothing but an exoise measure to enable 
the Government to levy taxes on the 
opium privately grown, and it ia not 
intended to spread the Bengal syatem 
to other parts. of India, as has been re- 
presented, nor‘has it any reference to 
that system,” ' 

Tt is ‘satisfactory to note one remark 
made by the Earl of. Shaftesbury on ‘the 
occasion, namely, “that if they could not 
get rid-of the opium traffic they should 
get rid of British Government’s connection 
with it.” The prohibition of the growth 
of opium in Tndia ig not to be expected 


‘more than the prohibition of the distilling 


and selling of gpiritgin England, They 
both are a benefit under certain circum. 
stance:, and they both are fearful evils 
in a general way. But the Earl of 


-| Shaftesbury and the supporters of the 


Anti-Opium movenient. at. large, may 


-easonably-expect-in-time-to_indtice.the 


Government to withdraw from -its- con- 
nection with the growth-or traffic in the 
drug. . This is a course of action of which 
we have all along recognised the feasibility, 
and it appears to us that the Government 
could wash its hands of the opium business 
in this way, without getting into difficul- 
ties in regard to the revenue. At 
the same time it is well to consider 
that, if the Opium monopoly is-abolish- 
ed, the growth of the drug will be 
undertaken by. private enterprise, aud in 
such a case the production’ might be 
very much increased, The chief aim of 
the Government in regard to the oulti- 
vation of the drag is to derive suffi- 
cient revenue. to meet expenditure, 
and when. that is done, it cares 
not to go further in encouraging the 
cultivation, But private enterprise 
would‘have.no limit,-and it is possible 
to conceive that if the growth of: the 
drug were in private hands that in a few 
years it would be-almoat doubled,
